Furtuer Details of the Satur- 
day Night Tragedy. 


THE INQUEST LAST EVENING. 


Mrs. Shaw Tells the Story of the 
Whole Occurrence — Her 
Son a Witness of 
the Snooting. 


The sensational attempt at murder and 
suicide in the Robart’s block Saturday 
wight, was generally discussed yesterday, 
and in tne course of the day quite a number 
of facts about the dead mau were ascer- 
tained. Mandeville, it was learned, lived 
for séveral years in San Diego, where he 
was engaged in various capacities on sev- 
eral papers, and also published some sort 
of a paper on his own account. He served 
for a number of years in the regular United 
States Cavalry, and wasa veteran of the 
late civil war. He wasa member of the G. 
A. R., and had been in good standing up to 
January i of the present year. , 

Mandeville was an educated man, and 
came of a good family in New York. Since 
his residence here ne hus been engaged as a 
solicitor for several concerns, but of late has 
not been doing much, and was in destitute 
circumstances, havin been borrowing 
money in small sums from the attorney, W. 
H. Shinn, who was acquainted with 
his family in New York. Mr. Shinn 
is of the opinion that be was insane 
at the time of the shooting. He was en- 
tirely without money, and Mr. Shinn had 
na his uncle in Chicago, asking 
him if he would honor a draft for $25. 
reply was received Saturday evening, and 
Mr. Shinn called at Mandeville’s room to 
teil him that it would be all right, but the 
unfortunate man was notin, and it is sup- 
posed that he was even then in hiding near 
Robart’s block, waiting for a favorable op- 
portunity to carry out his deadly purpose. - 

AS was surmised, Mandeville had been 
acquainted with Mrs. Shaw in the East. He 
had been poving her attentions in this city, 
but the lady refused him permission to call 
on her, on account of hig drinking. From 
papers found in his effects | appears that 
be has been contemplating Mrs. Shaw’s 
murder and his suicide fur some time, as he 
wrote some days ago that the lady bad re- 
fused him and he intended to kill her and 
then himself, so that they could be united 
in the spirit world. Mandeville also left a 
letter asking that the Grand Army bury 
him; that he had gone through the war, and 
how that he was without means he thought 
be was entitied to this much. 

Another incident that escaped notice in 
the cunfusion following the tragedy came to 
light yesterday, and that was that there wis 
an eye-witness to the shooting. This wit- 
ness was the 14-year-old son of Mrs. Shaw, 
who was sleeping on a lounge in his moth- 
er’s room. The boy was awakened by the 
first shvoting, but dropped off tosieep again, 
and did not wake upagain until be heard 
the officers breaking in the door, when he 
suw Manderville standing in the middle of 
the floor with arevolver in his hand. He 
saw the man put the muzzle of the weapon 
in his mouth, héard the report and saw bim 
fall, when he rushed out of the dwor, and 
escaped unnoticed through tbe crowd. 

THE INQUEST. 

Coroner Weldun heid an inquest on the 
body of tne suicide at 7 o’clock iast even- 
ingin the undertaking rooms of Orr & 
Sutch, on North Spring street. 

‘There were guite a number of curious 
people in and around the Coroner’s office 
during the prceceedings, who seemed to take 
a deep interest in the matter. 

Mrs. Amelia Shaw, who had such a nar- 
row escape from death at Mandeville’s 
hands, was the first witness. ln answer to the 
Coroner’s questions she testified substan- 
tiallyas follows: Lamadressmaker | know 
Mandeville. Hehas beea in this county 
two years. The tragedy happened in the 
Robdarts block on Main and Seventh streets, 
January 3at9:39 p.m. I sat alonein my 
rvom and heard steps in the hail like a per- 
son moving about ihn his bare feet. This 
lasted for about an hourand a half. Finally 
I heard the lady and gentieman who oc- 
cupy rooms vear me come in. I stepped 
into the hail to investigate the steps, but 
could gee nothing. I thought it wis a 
mouse. lthen gotalamp and started to 
my room to retire and as I reached the 
duor 1 saw a pair of shvues on the floor by 
the open door, but befure*t eould cum 
hend what they were Mr. Miudeville came 
from behind tlie door. He first pointed 
the revolver at me before he came out. He 
held the pistol in his right hand. Before I 
gotaway from the door he fired at my 
nead, but it missed me. He then came ont 
and followed me. ‘I was running down the 
hall. LIturew the iamp down and tried 
to get to the room occupied by 
the people opposite, He kept up 
with me, but did nol grasp me. He shot 
three times. The last ball strack me, but 
glanced off. I also founda cut, as froma 
sharp instrument, on my left side. It cut 
through my clothing, but did notcut me. 
The pisto) ball did flot bruise the skin. 1 
did not see a razor in his hand, I felt him 
pressing me, but did not know at the time 
that he was cutting me. | have known him 
since he was-a boy. We renewed our ac- 
quaintance two years ago. He has threat- 
énedto kill himself in my presance. He 
bas been in the habit of coming to my house 

in an intoxicated state. ‘The last time he 
called was three weeks azo. He came at 10 
v’clock, and 1 refused to admit bim, but he 
got his arm in the door and I had to adinit 
him. He said he had come to kill me. He 
flourished a knife that he opened and 
snapped and cut his finger. He passed the 
knife over the back of my neck and asked 
how | thought it would fee. I complained to 
the landlord and asked him to keep him 
out. He had violent sprees. Last nicht 1 
dou’t think he had been drinking. When. 
reached Mrs. Huiphbrey’s room sis 

opened the door and pulled mein. I know 

his family, and bis mother’s sister died in 

an insane asylum in New York. He was a 
very nice boy, but he has changed for the 

worse since Teaw him last. He thought he 

was in jove with me, but it was not that 

that caused him to act so. I forbade himi my 

bouse on account of his drinking babits, 

Fred Shaw, the son of the first witness, 
and who saw the shooting. was then called 


and testified ds toliows: “Lam 14 years of 
age and live in the Robarts > biock. was 
in bed when L heard the shooting. 1 was 


asleep and the first three shots awakened 
me. I beard ascream. I fellasieep again 
and did not wake until Mr. Mandeville 
come in. ‘He went out in the hall and come 
right back and locked the door. was 
frightened and jumped behind the lounge 
while they were breaking the door down. 
Alll eae A hiw say was when be ordered 
them to stand back, lthink be saw me. 
He bad a revoiver in his right hand. | 
don’t know what he had in his other band. 
When the door fell in he dropped his hands 
and then raised the pistul and putit in his 
mouth and shot himself. I thenran out of 
the room. ‘There was a crowd at the door, 
but I got out before any of them could get 


Officer Farmer testified as follows: I am 
a police officer, At9:45 lastnight heard 
three shots fired and a woman scream, [ 
went to the Kobarts block iu ths third story 
and fouod Mr. Pierson, George Gard and 
several others. Pierson said there was a 
man inthe room and he wanted hin ar- 
rested for assauitto murder. I called for 
him te open the door but he did not answer. 
I tnen kicked the door open. He was 
standing in-the room and held a pistol ia 
his hand. He said if we did not get out of 
the hall he would shoot, 1 told him I was 
an officer and he would have to cume out 
sooner or later. He then said he would 
cote out in a second, and stepped behind a 
partition and I beard the shot. When I 
reached him he was dead. There was a ra- 
zor in his ieft hand. 
Under Sheriff Moran was then sworn, and 
roduced a letter which had beea given him 
Mr. Pierson ny bight. ‘The letter 
wi n read, as fullows: 
“December 31, 1899. 
' “To George E. Wise, No. 2443¢ East First 
street, room No. 16, ciy—Drak GEORGE: 
When L borrowed the pistol of you | had no

H. H. Spencer Found Dead in Bedat 
San Bernardino.

THE SITUATION IN FLORIDA 


The Yieid in That State Largely in 
Excess of First Estimates—in- 
fluence on the Cali- 
fornia 


. “The orange crop of Florida this season 
will approximate 2,000,000 boxes—an 
Crease over first estimates of 800,000 boxes, 
or about 35 per cent.” 
This was the rem irk that. T. Moorehouse, 
president of the Fivrida Fruit Buyers Pro- 
tective Association, who is buw in Lhe city, 
made toa reporter yesterday. 
Muurehouse las been an orange-buyer Tor 
ten years past, and.nus just returned from a 
tour of tuspection of the Florida crop, whpre 
he has beet buying for sume time past, | 

“ibe cause of this wide difference in 
estimates is uue to the fact that in Maroch 
last, wodn (he trees were setting their fruit, 
a frost came en dumagine a creater portion 
of the first crop. Favorable weaiter later 
Caused the treesto bloom a secepd time. 
This crop developed beyond all expecta- 
tions. Itdid uot m.ture at the usual time 
which led the growers to believe that tue 
crop Was very sbort. 

“The crop from the first bloom matured 
and was harvested for the boiiday trade. 
The supply being ‘im:ted prices advanced 
to @ puint. not reached in any previous 
season, In 1889 up to Decemver 17, the 
$ ‘ipments of vranges trom Florida exceeded 
1,100 VOU boxes. Alt the same date this your 
oniy boxes had been shipped. Lt 
thereture be seeu that neariy 510,000 boxes 
of the Fiorida crop will this year be Drought 
into competition with the California crop, 
which competition you did not bave last 
year, as by February 1st 90 per cent. of the 
Fiorida crop had been suipped, “his 
by February 1 only abou; 50 per cent, of the 
crop Will bave been shipped. 

“| might also add that Florida growers 
are propagating later yarieties of orang 
which are now coming into bearing, at 
whieh cah be placed upon the market as 
late as April 15, The names of sume of 
these varieties are the Jaffa, Majorica and 
Malta Oval, 

“It wi.l therefore be seen that this condi- 
tion of affairs is bound more or tess 
fect the price of the Caliturnia oo and 
will have a tendency to reduce it, 

“Florida oranges can be marketed In 
competition with Calfornis fruit, cousider-’ 
ing treight and everything, in all territory 
as far west as the Missouri Kiver. ‘They 
will Wetaken in preference to the first of 
our crop because of the fact that they are 
sweeter,” 

“Are the provisions of the McKinley Tar- 
ff Bill a protection to the gsower, Mr. 
Moorehouse?”’ 

“Yes, tney are. Inasmacli as now the 
duty of 25 ceuts per box will be culiected. 
Betore it wasey ded in this way: Under 
the old law fruit out of eondition ordecayed 
was ¢xempt frow duty. Vessels were un- 
ivaded and the boxes were piled up with 
the decayed fruit on the outsite, sound. 
fruit being concealed in the middle and 
passed a8 ali decayed. Lo this way the 
tariff was evaded. nder the new jaw duty 
must be paid if there sare only duzey 
svund oranges in the box.” | 

“Have you inspected the Southern Call- 
fornta crop yei?”’ 

“Yes, sir; | have mide a thorough in- 
spection of it in Los Angeles and Sav Ber- 
vardine counties. I find that it wil exceed 
the crop of last year at least 25 per cent, 
This year there will 0e-40u00 cafs or 1,200,000 
boxes, a8 against 2600 car or 73U,000 
boxes for last year. 

“I tind the quality of the fruit far su- 
perior to fast year, both in texture and 
brightness. condition which exists,, 


and which will make it difficult to market | 


aportion of ibe crop, is the fact that the 
seediings are running ina greatmany off. 

sizes in smali oranges. Kegular sizes are 
125 wo 226 vranges per box inciusive. The 
seedlings will run jargely from 250 to 300 to, 
tne box, which are very undesirable-~ sizes, 
being wo small fur the firstclass trade. 

“With Navels it is just the reverse. 
They are running to large sizes, as com- 
pared with oiher years, Safely one-third of 
them are off-sizes, being too large. Regular 
sizes of navels are 112 to 176 inclugive to the 
bux, while this vear the crop is running 
largely from 80 to 96 to the box. 

“The Southern California buyers recently 
held a meeting at Riverside. ‘The object of 
the meeting was to regulate sizes of oranges 
and the price that wou.d be paid for them; 
the weight of a box of orangesin ouying; 
and the grading’ O| oranges to make them 
merchantable. The meeting was in no 
seuBs acombination of the buyers against 
the growers. It was simply to estabiish 
certain rwes- and buying 
orauges fur the mutual advantage of the 
bayer and grower on tte basis of 
whatthey wiiibe solid for ia the various 
markets, You see we oniy buy them to 
seli again. It was decided that sixty-five 
pounds constituted a box of oranges, of the 
seediitig and ali other varieties exept St. 
Michaels, which must weigh at least sev- 
enty pounds,” 

*tiuw al out prices for California oranges? 
Will, they culmpare favorably with last 

eat? 

d ‘My opinion is that the growers here will 
not realize within 25 per cent. of last year’s 
prices. But even then this will be remun- 
erative, as the croup is larger aud last year’s 
prices were very high. 

“My reasons for making this assertion are 
that the Fivrida crop will be brougnt into 
competition with our crop. ‘The result will 
be that prices will go down, ‘Then the 
growers wiil hold for last year’s prices with 
pothing to warrantit. ‘nis will retard the 
shipment of the crop uatil late, and when 
the oranges are all thrown On thé market at 
once there wtil be a glut. On the other 
hand if the shipments are made graduaily 
to meet the demiuds of the muirket there | 
wili be no glut.” 

“Suppose the growers were to ship their 
own crop and suub you buyers, what then?” 

“The result would be that, owing to the 
fact that the ordinary grower has no means 
of posting himself as to marketshe would 
have to operatein the dark. Wbhenja quota- 
tion was high in one market all woulu ship 
there and « g ut would follow. The crower. 
would not receive — in return to pay 
for his package. ‘This has. been tried be- 
fure atid this has resulted. 

“4s an iilustration of this, The Fiorida 
growers pursued this course until within 
the past two years. Prior to 1888 the aver- 
axe price of their crop was about 50 cents per 
box throughout the State. Last year tle 
averaged over a#la box on the tree 
with as large crop as they ever had. This 
year the price is even in excess of last. 
Chis is the result of the crop being largely 
sold to buyers. Not over 15 percent. of the 
Fiorid« crop will be shipped by gr#wers this 
year, Prior to 1888 over 80 per cent. of the 
crop Was consigned.”

LOWER CALIFORNIA AGAIN, 


It appears that the indefatigable 
San Diego people have not yet given 
up their efforts to havethe United 


States purchase Lower California from 


Mexico. Gen. Cadwallader and Gov. 
Murray are at Washington, working , 
hard,in conjunction with Gen. Van-. 
dever, to this end. It is intimated 
that, if they cannot get the United 
States to purchase Lower California, 
they will endeavor, at least, to 
secure a military post for San 
Diego, or some monetary recompense 


*for asserted dumages done to Ameri- 


can interests by the English syndicate 
now operating in the Peninsula, Gen. 
Vandever will again introduce the, 
question of Lower California in Con- 
gress. This time, taught by experi- 
ence, be will not ask the President to 
open negotiations with a friendly and 
sensitive power for the acquisition of a 
portion of its territory, but will simply 
present a petition asking Congress to 
authorize negotiations with Mexico for 
the purpose of protecting the interests 
of American citizens in Lower Cali- 
fornia, said to be in jeopardy, and of 
reimbursing them for money out of 
which they claim they have been de- 
frauded by an English syndicate. — 
Much stress is laid by these San 
Diegans, now at Washington, upon the 


danger which threatens the honor and | 


piece of mind of Uncle Sam, because 
the International Company bas en- 
gineer officers, formerly of the British 
army, in its employ; also that a coal- 
ing station is said to be under 
construction by the English at San 
Quintin. Through the whole busi- 
ness, however, plainly crops out the 
desire of San Diego speculators to im- 
prove their fortunes by getting the 
United States Gowernment to interest 
itself officially in the peninsula. If 
this Government could and would buy 
Lower California, it is very evident 
that every acre of land in: the Penin- 
sula wouldimmediately at least treble 
in value. 

The Mexican government has already 
protested vigorously against the former 
ill-advised efforts of Congressman 


Wandever and others to open up a 
| subject of discussion which our neigh- 


bors consider as insulting. It isto be 
hoped that Congress will not be in- 
duced by interested persons to agitate 
a question which can only endanger 
the good feeling that at present so 
happily exists between the two repub- 
lics. Outside of San Diego city, there 
is nota handful of people im South- 
ern California, whose opinion is 
worth considering, that have any wish 
to see the United States acquire Lower 
California. We have plenty of unde- 
veloped country of our own. As to 
the complaints of the syndicates and 
few settlers in the Peninsula, we’ fail 
to see that they have any grievances of 
which the United States Government 
can Officially take cognizance. With 
regard to the army post, if our south- 
ern neighbor can succeed in inducing 
Congress to locate one on San Diego 
Bay, we shall be pleased to congratu- 
late the enterprising City of Bay and 
Climate on such an accession to its re- 
suurces. 


MISSIONARY WORK. 


.The effects of the recent efforts that 
have been made. to advertise Southern 
California in the East, by our contri-- 
butions to the show on wheels and by 
the permanent exhibit at Chicago, 
combined-with the extensive publicity 
which we are receiving through Charles 
Dudley Warner’s articles in Harper’s 
Monthly, copies of which have been 
widely distributed in the form of sup- 
plements to ‘I'ne Times, are becoming 
very apparent, and are arousing com- 
Ment in the northern part of the State. 
The San Francisco Post says: 


The Southern California people are ex- 
hibiting most commendable zeal in forcing 
the merits of their section of the State upou 
the attention of the East and elsewhere. 
Charlies Dudiey Warner has contributed 
two articies to Harper’s Magazine on South- 
ern California—one on “Our Ltaly’”’ and the 
other “Ihe Winter of Our Content,” Both 
articles are lavish in praise of Southern Cal- 
ifornia, hut net one word ineitber articie is 
in excess of the merits of that quarter of 
the State. One of the Los Angeles p.pers 
has reprinted both articles in a supplement, 
and is disposing of them by the thousands 
to tourists, who send them to friends and 
acquaintances in the East. In this way the 
beauties andthe solid merits of Southern 
California are spread abroad. 


The Pomona Progress gives an in- 
stance where a man bought ten acres 
near that place as a direct result of 
one of the Warner articles: 


Ten acres of orange land were sold two 
weeks ago by the Sycamore Water Com- 
pany toa Texas map on the sirength of 
Charles Dudiey Warner’s first article on 
Southern California. The m:n had never 
really believed the reports of this region 
until he read Mr. Warner’s work. ‘nat 
settied it, and he wrote to his friend, 
Archie Thompson, at once and took the 
land. “A country half as fine as that War- 
ner writes about,”’ says he, “is macniticent, 
and my investment cannot be far from a 
goed one.” 


This is but the beginning. Let the 
good work goon! We must strike while 
The 24 page ANNUAL 
Times, which contains, among a mass of 
other things, one of the Warner arti- 
cles, isthe very best compilation that 
was ever made for the purpose of let- 
ting outsiders know the truth about 
this section. It should be sent abroad, 
not by thousands, or tens of thousands, 
Thea 
we might, indeed, expect a big stream 
of immigration from the East during 
the present year, that would castin the 
shade all previous:records, and rapidly 
settle both the country and the question 
of Los Angeles becoming a large and 
prosperous city. 

ONE effect of the wholesale pardon- 
ing of criminals by Goy. Waterman 
will probab y.be the introduction of a 
measure in the next Legislatureto de- 
prive the Governor of the pardofing 
power, The press of the State is re- 
markably taanimous in condemning 
Waterman's extraordinary course in 
freeing so many convicts. The San 
Francisco Cali says itis probable that 
Gov. Waterman, iu the exercise of- his 
mischievous propensities, pitched upon 
the liberation of convicts as a meaus 
of doing as much harm as possible. 


A SALOON-KEEPER writes to the 
Sacramento Kecord-Union to protest 
against the State going iuto competi- 


tion with him this winter by Keeping a 


bar in the Capito! building. Comment- 
ing upon this, the Stockton Mail says: 


‘Yhe Mail hopes that this early protest 
may nor blush unseen and die unbeeded, 


It really does seem that the exercise neces- 
sitated hy a short walk for their drinks 
mightdo our California statesmen good. 
They might, for instance, adj urn once in 
80 often and all go and take something, 
This would serve a doubly good purpose, tp 
that it would relieve the légisiators and 
possibly prevent the passage of an appro- 
priation billortwo. At any rate “tis a 
consummation devoutly to ba wished” that 
the State Capitol building may nevermore 
be turned into the baWdy-house and bar- 
room which it in part became during the 
last Legislature, California has been guf- 
ficiently disgraced by that sort of thing. 


THE SENATORSHIP. 


Should Senator Hearst die within a 
month, as is feared by his. friends, 
there will be a more interesting fight 
over the succession than promises to 
be the case in filling the Stanford va- 
cancy. In the latter instance there is 
apparent a disposition on the ‘part of 
the legislative cattle who wear the 
Stow brand to stampede in the direc- 
tion of the Stanford Senatorial corral. 
In. fact, some of the animals are so ex- 
cited that they have already got 
“bunched,” and are bawling and 
hooking each other in the flanks 
in their efforts to get to the 
front and put in their persuaded 
votes for the metallic statesman. 
Advices from Sacramento say that the 
work of organizing the Legislature will 
be hurried up chiefly for the purpose 
of disposing of the Senatorial question. 

In the event of the death of Senator 
Hearst, Southern California will come 
to the front with an aspirant for the 
vacancy. 
the sitting of the Legislature, that 
body will of course have the selection; 
otherwise, Gov. Markham will have 
the appointment. If the appointment 
falis to him to.make a United States 
Senator, it is not looking fariatoa 
millstone to predict that his choice will 
fall below the line of the Tehachepi. 

Asto tbe Democratic rival of Sen- 
ator Stanford, Stephen M. White is cer- 
tainly the most prominent aspirant for 
the complimentary votes of his party. 
There is a local pride and a personal 
interest in Mr. White which prompts 
THE !IMES,in common with thousands 
of Republicans in Southern and North- 
ern California, to hope that he may be 
the recipient of the ineffectual votes 
that will be cast against Mr. Stanford. 
Despite the opposition to him in bis 
own party, coming chiefly from the 
Hearst-Field railroad camp, Stephen 
M. White deserves well of the Demo- 
cratic party aud the people of Cali- 
fornia: He has a political future 
which may be obscured, but cannot be 
obliterated, by temporary defeat.

GEN. VANDEVER STILL AT WORK. 
He WII! Present a Petition—Lower 
Callfornia Boomers at Wash- 
ington—Their Anxlisty for 
the Common Weal. 


Press dispatches from Ensenada, 
Lower California, regarding the alarm 
of American settlers onthe peninsula 
overthe recent treatment of Ameri- 


cans by the English land-owners and: 


agents of the London syndicate who 
now control the peninsula under a 
Mexican concession, have created con- 
siderable interest in the matter at the 
State Department, says a Washington 
dispatch to the San Francisco Call. 
Private dispatches from Ensenada 
have aiso been received at the State 
Department. 

It will be remembered that when 
an alleged scheme _ to . capture 
Lower California was public 
Col. E. C.. Foster, special agent 
of the State Department, was 
sent to Lower California to investigate 
-and report to the department the real 
state of affairs. While he confirmed 
the report of the filibustering scheme 
to capture the peninsula, the great vol- 
ume of testimuny taken by him has 
never been made public. In view of 
the reported agitation on the peninsula 
it is believed that Foster’s testimony 
will be given to the public soon. 

A good deal of interest is manifested 
here over this affair. If it bas no other 
effect it may result in the establish- 
ment of a large military post at Sun 
Diego. Gen. Vandever, Gov. Murray 
and Gen. Cadwallader of San Diego 
are using every .effort in this di- 
rection. Tomorrow’s Post will con- 
tain an interview with Congressman 
Vandever regarding the proposition to 
purchase Lower California, in which 
he willsay: “‘At the commencement 
of the second session of the Fiftieth 
Congress, and in compliance with me- 
morials addressed to me from my dis- 
trict, I introduced a resolution request- 
ing the President to open negotiations 
with our sister republic of Mexico for 
the acquisition of the peninsula of 
Lower California. 5 

“The chief inducement of the move- 
ment at that time was the fact that a 
conditional grant had been made by 
the Mexican government to what Was 
called the International Company of 
Mexico. . The grant was first held by 
Connecticut parties. They afterward 
transferred it to an English syndicate, 
who controlled it in the interest of the 
English against the interests of a large 
number of colonists who had gone into 
that country from the United States. 
While the Connecticut company owned 
and controlled this grant they induced 


Tthe investment of large amounts of 


money by American citizens living 
mostly in Southern California. 

“The contracts which they entered 
into have, since the English syndicate 
came into control, been. disregarded, 
causing an immense loss tothe people 
living in Southern Oalifornia. have 
now in my hands to be presented to 
Congress a petition setting forth sub- 
stantially these facts, signed by hun- 
dreds of the best peopiein the southern 
partiéf my district, and calling upon 
Congress to authorize negotiations 
with Mexico for the purpose of pro- 
tecting their interests and reimbursing 
them for money out of which they 
have been defrauded. by this English 
syndicate. 

**The latter has controlled the pe- 
ninsula through military officers, nota- 
bly Col. Scott of the British army; 
but this fact, while unpleasant to 
Americans, is asmall mattepy beside 
the more importunt fact that the 
English are now establishing a coaling 
station at San Quintin ou the penin- 
sula. Another matter too important for 
the Government to overlook isthis. If 
the English are allowed to continue in 
possession of Lower California they 
will control the mouthof the Colorado, 
one of the priucipal rivers of the coun- 
try, and one that drains a large 
amount of valuable country in the 
States of Colorado, Nevada and Cali- 
fornia. The outlet of this river ought 
not be in control of any European 
power,”’ 

Gen. Murray’s presence inthis city 
bas occasioned considerable specula- 
tion among Western men. It is now 
believed that he, as well as Gen. Cad- 
wallader, are at work urging the adop- 
tion by Congress of Vandever’s scheme 
for negotiations with Mexico. It will 
be remembered that Gen. Murray with 
other Salt Lake City business men, left 
Utah to engage in 
or near Ensenada. 

“Sooner or later, and it may come 
very soon, there it going to be trouble 
between the United States and Mexico 
over Lower California,” said Gen. Cad- 
wallader toluy to a Post man. 
graphically itis a piece of country 
that fits into our area much more nat- 
urally than usa possession of Mexico. 
The miners from our side are contin- 
ually going down there prospecting, 
and if there should be any big gold dis- 
coveries, which is quite probabie, as 1t 
is very rich in minerals, there would be 
arush of people into Lower California 
who would no more respect Mexican 
authority or Mexican laws than they 
wouid those of the Chinese Empire. 
This may not be the origin of the difti- 
culty, but it is only a question of time 
when trouble will arise and the best 


thing to do is to discount such a con- 


tingency by buying the country from 
our Mexican friends. Congressman 
Vandever intends to see if he cannot 
persuade Congress of the ubiiity of 
such aciion before the present session 
expires I don’t know what the Mexi- 
cans would want for it, or even if: they 
would be willing to sell at all, but they 
are shrewd people and doubilgss have 
long ago found out that the stfip is of 
far more value to the United States 
than to them.”’ |

WASHINGTON, Jan. 4.—[By the 
sociated Press.] It begius to be ap- 
parent that the present unsatisfactory ~“ 
state of affairs in the Senate must soon 
be terminated. Fifty working days 
will be the life of the Fifty-first Con- 
gress, yet the first of the reguiar an- . 
nual appropriation bills remains to be 
ucted upon by the Senate. The feeling 
of impatience which this condition of 
public business has aroused has gath- 
ered strength every day, although the 
significant remarks uttered in debate 
each week by senators of recognized 
influence appear to have had no effect 
in bringing the Senate nearer to a 
change of the programme that has 
held sway since Congress met in De- 
cember last. A caucus of Republican 
senators isto be held, probably Mon- 
day evening, and itis confidently ex- 
pected by most Republican senators 
that, as uw result of it, before the week 
expires a crisis will have been reached 
with respect to the Electious Bill, and 
the Senate will have arrived ata clear 
understanding of what course it is to 
pursue for the remainder of the ses- 
sion. The lines of batule are narrow- 
ing, and there is a gathering of forces. 
The absent Republican senators hbayve 
| been requested to return, aud prepara- 
tions are making on both sides of the 
chamber for the final struggle. 

A part of the campaign, it is be- 
lieved, will be a series of night ses- 
sions, designed to test the efficacy of 
thé old methods of passing a bill ob- 
noxious to the minority, as well as so 
secure the adoption of the new cloture 
rule if it be decided to press this meas- . 
ure. It is expected, however, thatthis 
order will not be made before Tuesday, 
as a nightsession Monday would inter- 
fere with the desired caucvs. 

In the House tomorrow is “Individ- 
ual Suspension day,’? and members 
will be given an opportunity to 
puss measures of local interest. 
Chairman Farquhar will gall up 
the Shipping Bill Tnesday. Its 
friends propose to allow two days 
for consideration, but a determined 
effort will be made by the opposition 
to defor final action on the bill as long 
as possible, in the hope of defeating it 
in this manner without running the 
risk.of a tinal vote on the passage of. 
the bill. There is a prospect that con- 
sideration of the Shipping Bill may be 
antagonized by appropriation bills, and 
that the former measure may not se- 
cure the floor. we 

Friday will be devoted to bills on the 
private calendar, It is expected to ~ 
fill in any time during the week not 
devoted to the Shipping Bill and to 
special orders with appropriation bills, 
four of which are on the calendar 
awaiting consideration, Chairman 
Cutcheon, of the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, having the right-of-way with 
the army appropriation bill. 

MEXICO’S MONEY SYSTEM. 

The Bureau of American Republies 
is informed that the Finance Minister 
of Mexico has submitted to the Con- 
gress of that republic a plan for the 
entire revision of the monetary laws 
and coinage. It provides that the 
monetiry system of the republic shall 
consist, as at present, of gold, silver and 
copper and brass coins. The mone- 
tary unit shall continue to be the sil- 
ver dollar, fractions of this dollar to 
be represented by silver coins of 5, 10 
and 20 cents. 

The Bureau of American Republics 
has received advices of the almost total 
failure of the coffee crop in Java, 
which is estimated at only about 16 
per cent, of former annual averages.

Poverty is chronic in some districts, and 
will, if the pie are not aided, reach a 
eof acute distress during the winter 
aud spring. There is neither a resident 
party bor a substantial middie-class to give 
empiyyment, nor are there charitable or- 
ganizations to aid those who_are unable to 
d themselves, Out-door relief, excepting 

) cases of emergency, Cannot legally be 
administered, except to persons holding 
over'@ quarter of an acre of land. Al- 
though none acquainted with the history 
of the Irish poor law would regard relax- 
ing this rule asvther than a pubiic calam- 
ity, its maintenance undoubtedly limits 
the capacity to deal with periods uf excep- 
tiona! distress. 

The pusition thus created leaves a part of 
the social organism, sick «at all times, 
stricken with a disease from which. without 
extraneous help, it has no power to rally. 
The question ig not whether money ought 
to be given, but how it ought to be given, 
to what class and for what purposes. Char- 
ity ill adminrsered injures its recipieuts 
everywhere, but is especially injurious to 
those parts with which we are co.cerned. 
Elsewhere the injury may be confined toa 
class | swail, but in the worst por- 
tioi's of the Congested districts the whole 
community may be affecied, 
allcan plausibly a 
recklessiy given in response may isfect 
whole townships with the vices and weak- 
nesses of pr fessional mendicancy.

DIED A MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


A Strange Case Now Agitating the Peo- 
ple of St. Louis. 


Dr. Julius R. Stiepel was a Gorman of 
St..Louis who lived a rather mysterions 
life and died a very mysterious death, the 
facts in connection therewith being sufli- 
cient to puzzle all the physicians and police 
of the city. 

Late in the afternoon of Nov. 21 he drove 
to a police station and declared that he had 
been shot while driving on Lafayette ave- 
nue near Jefferson. All he could tell was 
that he heard a shot;felt a stinging pain 
in the head, and then a warm flow of blood 
convinced him that he had been hit. 

He was sent at once to the city hospital, 
where the curicus fact was noted that the 
blood was already dry on his head. The po 
lice also not@ced that he drove up asif from 
a direction opposite tothat in which he said 
he was shot. The surzeons promptly de- 
clared the wound a trifling one, as the 
skull was not fractured, and the doctor 
was taken to his home. 

His wife, herself a doctor in a limited 
ai — particular surprise at his 
accident.

idly that the physician paid litt!s atten- 
tion to his case, his last ca!l being rather a 
social one. After a long talk with Dr. 
Stiepel the physician loft. him late in the 


evening. About 4o’clock the next morn- 
ing he was found dead.” 

Then several more parties appeared on 
the scence; they were agentsand physicians 
of eleven insurance companies. And im- 
mediately; after came the officials of some 
lodges and mutual benefit associations, and 
Within twenty-four hours it was made 
known that Dr. Sticpel was insured for at 
) least $75,000, and that he had lately made 
great efforts to insure for much more. 
Bere were the elements of a mystery in- 


At the inquest the room resembled a 
medical college lecture hall, so many com- 
panies were represented by their doctors. 
The brain was found perfectly natura!l— 
not a trace of disease or mechanical injury 
—therefore, suid one section of the medical 
men, it could not have been suicide from 
insanity. No, said the other, the insanity 
may have been functional. The stomach 
and lungs also were sound—above average 
in condition. But the kidneys—there was 
the trouble. Their condition was that of 
nephritis. They were thoroughly diseased. 
Was it natural, or the result of some cor- 
rosive poison? The former, said the phy- 
siciaus, was barely possible, the latter most 
‘probable. 

Then several more insurance men ap- 
peared. The doctor had for some time 
shown a most unnatural anxiety to insure, 
and some of the companies’ physicians had 
rejected him on the ground that he was 
slightly insane. He had inguired anx- 
fously whether the insurange would be 
paid in case he died by accident, and had 
admitted in one case that his life was 
threatened. .So these physicians put forth 
the theory that Dr. Stiepel was “under the 
control”’ of some one who was inducing hin 
to insure heavily, and that he then com- 
mnitted suicide. Perhap the “control” 
knew that he was going @ do so, and per- 
haps had the power to compel such action. | 

There the matter rests. The policies 
were made payable to his wife and child. 
He had butone. No particulars of his pre 
vious life can be discovered. He took no 
one into his confidence, and his wile was 
even more reticent. His body was ere 
inated, as that was. known to be his choice, 
and, the insurance men now have the t: wsk 
of proving the cause and method of his 
death.
